agtrous policy. The whole of the 
Army Council concurred in that view, 
which was algo strongly held by the 
General Staff, Nevertheless, the Gov- 
ernment was not satisfied and simed 
at on establishment of 315,000. They 
the poasibiliry of 
utilizing the National Reserve, which 
was now 190,000 strong, to fill the gaps 
in the ranke of the Torritorials, and to 
this end they had decided to pay County 
Associations, in addition to the present 


shilling, 5/- to each man who was’ 


willing to serve for Home defence in a 
time of grave national emorgency, and 


‘| 10/- to thoze who. were similarly willing 
‘| to serve avywhere ic the world. The 


men’s present obligation refers to a 
tine of great peril. “No 
money will he: paid to the men 
themselves in time of pence. Lord 
Herschel!’ concluded with an appeal 
for voluntary ‘service from every man 
Should young men come forward, as 
was hoped, tho Goverament were per- 
pared to so expand the forces ag to find 
a place for all.
